In his address Mr. Bryce limits his investi- 
gation to the meaning of the idea of Progress 
itself and the relations of each kind of Progress 
to other kinds. When we say that man has 
advanced, we may be thinking of his physical 
structure or of his intelligence or we may be con- 
sidering him as an acqaisitive being, or we 
may be thinking of him in his social relations, 
or we may mean that he is improving as « 
moral being. There may be progress in all of 
these departments, but not necessarily the 
same rate of progress in each. Mr. Bryce takes 
as his lines of inquiry the physical charac- 
teristics of the human species and the condi- 
tions under which the species has to live. 

Is the increase of the race any gain to the 
race’ Mr. Bryce would like to know. The 
number of men who can live on the soil may 
be larger, but are they necessarily better off ' If 
there is more food there are also more inouths. 
Their lives may be just as hard and their enjoy- 
ments just as limited as before. There are people 
heedless enough to be pleased that our greatest 
cities are adding tens of thonsands a year to 
their inhabitants, as if it were not already a 
grave problem how to arrest the growth or 
these huge centres of population. Passing from 
mere numbers to quality, Mr. Bryce notes the 
rapid growth of the Teatonic, Celtic and 
Slavonic races, and compares it with the slower 
increase of the backward races(exclading China 
and Japan), add says this fact represents an 
andoubted advance. 

Bat the question follows: are these higher 
stocks themselves improving in physical and 
intellectual quality? An improvement in this 
directio would give ground for expecting 
progress in other directions also. In daration 
of life, answers Mr. Bryoa, there is unqvestion- 
ahly an imnrowamant and nvieanler ateanoth 
ably an improvement, and muscular 
does not seem to be declining ag 
average of health rises with ‘thet of the dora- 
tion of life, there is one very serious drawback 
which cannot be overlooked, the increase of 
lunacy. Unless this fact ean be accounted for 
by the abuse of intoxicants, it is ominous, 
because it seems to imply that there are tactors 
in modern life which tend to canse disorders in 
the brain. 

In earlier periods of the history of mankind, 
when the stronger races dominated the earth, 
the upper classes were stronger than those at 
the bottom of the social scale. Among: the 
aristocratic sections the birth-rate was probably 
higher, but in modern society the case is quite 
otherwise. The richer and -more educated 
classes of our day marry later and have amal- 
ler families than the poorer classes, whose phy- 
sique and intelligence generally are often on a 
lower level. The result is that the class in 
which physieal strength and a cultivated intel- 
ligence are hereditary increases more slowly, 
and it is fortunate that the lines of distinction 
between the upper and the lower classes are 
coming to be mach less sharply drawn than 
they were a few centuries ago. Still, we have 
here a new cause which may tend to depress 
the average level of human capacity. There has 
nevertheless, been an extraordinary improye- 
ment in the matter of food, clothing, and hous- 
ing. These are the things most commonly in 
our minds when we talk of Progress. But 
does our increased knowledge and command 
of nature, and do all those benefits and com- 
forts which that mastery of nature has secured, 
so greatly facilitate intellectual and moral pro- 
gress that we may safely assume that there 
will be an increase in intelligence, in virtue,

BRITAIN AND INDIA. 


Dr. W. H. Fitchett, the brilliant author of 
“Fights for the Flag,” “Deeds That Won the 
Empire,” has had a striking series of articles in 
the “Tribune” on “England and India.” In one 
of these he stated the “case for the British” in 
these pictrresque terms :— 

A Mutiny Hopeless. 

“A mutiny is, for military reasons, hopeless. 
But the arguments which go to show no mutiny 
is likely to be attempted are overwhelming. 
There is no visible alternative to the English- 
man as the ruler of India, or’at least none that 
can be for a moment contemplated. Let it be 
remenmiberéd that there never was, and is not 
still to-day, any Indik, in the sense of a nation. 
These 360,000,000 men, so diverse in colour 
and creed and speech, never were a unit till 
the British flag flew above them ; and their 
unity would vanish with the disappearance of 


. | that flag. If the Englishman disappeared mere

In a famous speech Lord 
Randolph Churchill once described British rule 
in India as a sheet of oil spread over the sur 
face of a vast human ocean, and keeping it in 
a sort of artificial calm. Beneath that film of 
oil, he declared, ‘lie hidden all the memories 
of fallen dynasties, all the traditions of van- 
quished rapes, all the pride of insulted creeds.’ 
But beneath the ‘film of oil sleep fiercer and 
more enduring discords than even these; 
enmities that have their roots in history and 
in ancient habit, and that are kept vital by the 
energy of quarrelling creeds and by endoring 
incongruities of character.

ARABS AND TURKS. 


A recent telegram from Constantinople gives 
good ground for hoping that the long-standing 
trouble between the Turkish Government and 
the Arab tribesmen in Southern Arabia ia 
about to come to an end. It is announced that 
the rebels who were threatening Sanaa and

Our attitude in Armbia is entirely anaggredsi ve 
aod sympathetic to the maintenance of the 
Tarkish, power. ‘This was shown in the discour- 
agement given to the ptopoedd tranafer of 
his allegiance by the Saltan af Lahidsh and by 
the recent evacuation of the territory of Dthala. 
Indirectly, indeed, the traeq uillity and prosper 
ity of the Yemen constitute a British interest, 
for the condition of the province exercises a 
reflex action not only apon Aden, but also on 
Somaliland and the entire region of the Red 
Sea.

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THE SENUSSI MOVEMENT. 


BLACK vy. WHITE. 


There ig a very alarming article in the “Nine- 
teenth Ceatury” for September on what is cal- 
led by the writer, Captain H.A. Wilson, the 
menace of |the followers of Sheikh el-Senussi. 
The sect was founded in 1835 by an Alge- 
rian Arab, the Sheikh Senussi, with the object 
of freeing Islam from internal abuses, of re- 
storing untler one universal leader the former 
purity of faith, and of breaking the yoke of the 
infidel in all Moslem lands. His head-quarters 
were at Jarabub, on the frontier between 
Egypt and Benghazi. There he received tribute 
from the tribes of the interior and stored great 
quantities of war material. His son has con- 
tinued and extended the work. Senussia agents 
permeate all our Mohammedan troops. They 
are sent in rae a: tw England and France to 
be thoroughly educated on European lines. 

In Barbary, the Sahara, and in fact all 
Northern (Africa, Senussiem penetrates the 
whole of Islam. It is firmly established in 


Egypt, the Sudan, Somaliland, Arabia, Abys- ; 


sinia, Mesppotamia, Asia Minor, ‘Purkey, 
Uganda, Zauzibar, and the East and West 
coasts of Africa. 

From native sources the writer has learned :— 

The Sheikh Senussi is at.present at Tunis 
Khaddera engaged in organising a movement 
for a general Mohammedan rising throughout 
Africa. He bas agents throughout North and 
West Africa; and his agents have reached 
East Africa, and are enlisting the Moham- 
medans there in the cause. Also the Sheikh 
Senussi's intention, before starting general ris- 
ing, is to get his movement thoroughly organ- 
ised, and then, if possible, to wait until a war 
breaks ont im which either France, or England, 
or both are ipvolved, and are thus unable to 
give a greatrleal of attention to Africa. 

On these bases of fact Captain Wilson pro- 
phesies that |the next twenty years will see the 
advent of the crisis, and that the warlike pagan 
races. of Aftica, anch as the Zalns, Swazis, 
Basutos, yes aa the Moslems. 

“lam coavinced that when the time does 
come, every, black skin in Africa, with the 
possible exception of the Christian Abyssinians, 
will be in arms against the white races. When 
that does come, and come it will, certain as 
fate, the whites in Africa will be at death grips 
with one of the most formidable movements of 
all time—a wave of Moslem fanaticism rolling 
in countless numbers across the African con- 
tinent, Composed of some of the very finest 
fighting material—if not the very finest—in 
the whole warld, mach of it trained to arms by 
Europeans, well armed, ably organised and led, 
gathering momentum at every step, there will 
spring into being one of the most irresistible 
forces the world will yet have seen. In a day 
there will have arisen a situation compared to 
which the Indian Matiny and the Sudan cam- 
paigns combined would be the smallest of 
incidents. 

“Let me once again reiterate my firm convic 
tion that the pext twenty years will see Europe 
struggling in the throes of an. African war 
against forces so great that at the end it is 
unlikely to ajdegree that a single white man 
remains in Africa.” 


NO REAL PROGRESS. 


Mr. William Wallace, Deputy High Com- 
missioner for Northern Nigeria, who recently 
went up to Sakoto to invest the Emir with the 
Order of St. Michael and St George, and who 
has now arrived in England on leave; has been 
intervewed on behalf of Reuter’s Agency. When 
questioned regarding the renewed rumours of 
Moslem onrest and the progress of the Senussi 
movement, he said :~ 

“The matter is one which has lately been 
receiving much attention both from the Central 
Administration and the local residenta of the 
Protectorate, for it is generally admitted that 
any general movement of the nature indicated 
would emanate from Nigeria, particularly from 
the north. The fact is, however, that even the 
best-informed officials on the spot hold divided 
opinions on the subject, although all of us agree 
that the matter must always be closely watch 
ed. It is a matter of common knowledge that 
the French and German Colonies bordering on 
the Central Sudan and to the north of the Gold 
Coast come more closely into contact with the 
danger zone than we do, and that the Colonial 
Offices of Paris and Berlin have received re 
cently news of Moslem nonrest along the inter 
national frontier, On more than one occasion 
of late Mabdist or Senussist emissaries have 
heen caught redh and either executed or 
deported, These incidents have occurred in 
that portion of Nigeria bordering on the Franco 
(ierman frontier. Recent careful inquiries in 
the Provinces most likely to be affected show 
» that the existence and reality of the danger are 
fully recognisedand this very fact and the 
closeness with which every indication of such a 


movement is watched are the best guarantees 
that the danger, though existent, is remote. In 
the first place there is no real cohesion among 
the Mohammedans. With regard to the Moslem 
soldiers great care is taken that in all the 
companies there is an eqaal proportion of 
Pagans and Mohammedans, so that the officials 
would at once become aware of any dangerous 
movement at its earliest inception. Another 
important factor is that the Sultanates of 
Sokoto and Bornu are themselves antagonistic 
to the Senussi, whose success would mean the 
overthrow of the Fulani. Altogether the result 
of a vigilant watch shows that the Senussi 
movement has lately made no real progréss, 
and that so far as Northern Nigeria is con- 
cerned it will have first to be dealt with by the 
French or Germans. Meanwhile no weapon of 
precision and no ammunition are permitted to 
enter the country from the Atlantic, but it is 
unfortunately true that the Senussists smuggle 
in arms in large quantities by way of. the 
Mediterranean coast. Throughout the Protector- 
ate all Moslems other than ovr own tfoops 
have been disarmed.”

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EGYPTIAN’ ANTIQUITIES: IN 
LONDON. 


RECENT ACQUISITIONS. 


The report of additions to the British Mu- 
séum collections during 1906 presente in 
rather more amplified detail than usual the list 
of acquisitions in the Egyptian department. 

The chief monument. referred, to. is a hard 
dark granite statue of Sen-Mut,, the famous 
architect, and builder of the temple Teheser 
Teheseru, or twice holy shrine, of Queen 
Hatasu or Hashebsut, who reigned about 1550 
B.C and whose edifice at Deir-el-Bahari is so 
well known. Miss Benson and Miss Goarlay. 
soine years ago found at. Karnak @ kneeli 
statue of Sen-Mut, supporting a Hather head- 
ed shrine. He was chief of the works ine 
Egypt and Superintendent of Arts and C 
being entitled also Chief Craftsman. He was 
also overseer or custodian..of the treasury 
wherein the Queen stored the gold tributes 
from the Sudan. Queen Hatasu liked tobe 
represented with the attributes of a male 
Pharaoh, and in the British Museum statue she 
is represented as the juvenile Horus,, the 
architect holding 4 statuette of her thus per 
sonified upon his knee, 

Another monument described in the report 
is a Stela in the form of a door ornamented 
with sculptures on both sides. The text refers 
toa man named Ra-men:Kheper: and on one 
side displays him adoring Ra-Hamachis and on 
the other side Osiris: Beneath these are nar- 
rower reliefs of his son performing the filial 
ceremonies. This work is of 18th or 19th 
dynasty date. 

Another statue that is worthy of notice isa 
kneeling figure of a priest, Pata-Ast, holding a 
shrine containing a statuette; this is of 
approximately the same date as the double 
door slab. 

A limestone stele shews a personage praying 
to the Day and to the Nocturnal Sun ; it also 
bears in 16 lines of text, a hymn, and is 
interesting for the singular spelling of several 
of the hieroglyphic words, It is probably of 
early Ptolemaic times. 

Of nearly identical date isa granite sepul- 
chral stele with several lines of inscription, 
fortunately biliteral, being both hieroglyph 
and demotic. A relief above the text shews the 
deceased worshipping six divinities. 

Of later date is a large sandstone stele 
bearing 11 lines of text recording the offering 
of certain sacrifices to Hathor of Karnak, the 
Cow Goddess whose early shrine and statue 
from Deir-el-Bahari are now in the Cairo 
Museom. The dedication was by the Emperor 
Tiberius, and on thesummit of the stone he is 
depicted standing before the goddess. It is 
interesting to think that this monument may 
have been erected at the time of the residence 
of the “Holy Family” in Egypt. It will provide 
an important addition to the antiquities 
described in Mr. Milnes’ “History of Roman 
Feypt” ig 

A granite statue base is of importance 
becaase bearing an inscription of an Ethiopian 
Queen Shep-em-Hat or Amenartas, a name 
utilised by Mr. Rider Haggard in his famous 
novel. Her date was about 700 B.C. 

Of later date the Museum has received the 
base of a limestone pillar that has been hollow- 
ed out and made into a small shrine of a 
Coptic church. It is of about the 8th century 
A.D. and is decorated in low relief with figures 
of plants and birds, 

Of about the same date is an ornamental 
palette of an artist made of leather and dis- 
covered at Akhmin. It has a support for the 
wrist, a cavity for water, and a hollow for the 
reed paint brushes. 

Finally a series of fragmentaty reliefs from 
the temple of Neb-hapt-Ra, an 11th dynasty 
king, found at Deir-el-Bahari, and numerous 
objects of Greek and Roman times presented 
by the Egypt Exploration Fund are recorded. 

Mention should be made of four Himyaritie 
inscriptions from Arabia presented by the 
Duchess of Connaught. They are of a very 
early date, about 700 B.C., and refer to the 
dedication of buildings to the god Al-Mokah. 

When last in Egypt I obtained portions of 
two well preserved and beautifully written 
Coptic manuscripts, which have now been 
kindly examined by the Rev, Petre Alexis 
Mallon, the eminent Coptic scholar. Pére Mal- 
lon considers the first manascript, whieh con- 
tains 16 pages, to be part of a “Magnificent 
Lectionary” or Katameros. It is upon paper of 
Oriental manufacture and the writing is of the 
14th century. But a still closer date may be 
given, for both the paper and calligraphy are 
the same as Coptic manuscript. of the Biblio- 
théque Nationale of Paris, and he eonsiders it 
apparently certain that both are by the same 
scribe. The Paris manuseript is dated 1360. Of 
the one now in London 14 pages numbered 
141-154 are those whose writing is identical 
with the Paris manuscript, whilst two pages 
unnumbered are by another hand and have 
been added at some time to precede the 14 
pages. The text necessarily presents the lessons 


for church service upon vations days of the} 


year taken from the Holy Scriptures. Of those 
upon these pages all are either from the Psalms 
or the New Testament. They are for the 29th 
and last day of Kiahk and Ist of Touba. 

The second manuscript is of theological 
character, being portion of adoxology orhymnal 
in honour of saints, to be chanted at all the 
series of annual fetes. It contains 13 pages 
numbered 156-168. Curiously the titles of 
these Coptic doxologies are those for the 
Ascension, for High Mass, for the New 
Year, and for the month of Kiakh, and 
Epiphany ; also one in honour of 8t. Hermina. 
They are entirely unpublished but to worthily 
edit them search showld be made-in ali libraries 
containing Coptie texts, to, if possible, collate 


{them with other copies. Pére Mallon considers

Lord Rathmore presided on Tuesday week 

over the half-yearly general meeting of the 
Reilway from Smyrna to Aidin,which 

was held at Winchester House, and in moving 
the adoption of the repert expressed the 
opinion that the resalts presented would be 
considered fairly @atisfactory, showing as they 
did a good increase in the net profits of £10,000.

there had been an increase of £20,000 in their 
receipts, of which“some £16,000 was due to 
goods and the remainder to passenger traffic, 
in which latter department there had been 
during recent years a steady growth. They 
proposed an interim dividend of 88 per share 
on account of the year 1907, leaving to carry 
forward £383,263. Alluding to crop prospects, 
he said that the traffic of the “last few weeks 
had been showing some decrease owing to a 
diminution in the ecropa, whieh had. been 
depleted by the wet and late season.
